Yesterday evening the House Committee on Children and Families heard public testimony on HB 174, *WATCH*HB 326, and HJR 18 and voted HB 270 Do Pass. 
ATTENDANCE: Reps. Franklin, Neely, Meredith, Cookson, Gannon, Justus, Moon, Newman, Ruth, Stacy, and Walker were present. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION 

HB 270 (Evans) - Changes the minimum age to receive a marriage license from 15 to 17 years of age. 

• Rep. Moon read a story about two people who he knew that got married at an early age. 

• Rep. Cookson stated he wished to see the minimum age raised to 18. 

• Rep. Franklin stated an amendment can be added on the House floor raising the age to 18. 

• HCS Adopted by voice vote. 

• HCS HB 270 Voted Do Pass 11-0 

PUBLIC TESTIMONY 

HB 174 (Hubrecht) - Provides protections for alternatives-to-abortion agencies. 

• Rep. Hubrecht gave an overview of the bill and stated there is a HCS so this bill would only apply to religious beliefs. 

• Rep. Ruth stated she was unsure how this bill would affect her as a real estate agent. 

PROPONENTS 

Samuel Lee-Campaign Life Missouri 

• Lee stated this bill would preemptively protect alternatives-to-abortion clinics as other states have interfered with alternatives-to-abortion clinics. Lee stated the bill is 
an emergency because a city ordinance passed in St. Louis (Board Bill 203). 

• Rep. Walker asked if alternatives-to-abortion clinics were protected under Chapter 180, RSMo. Lee stated Chapter 180, RSMo, protects employees and this bill would 
help to protect employers. 

Helen Risse - Our Lady's Inn, Maternity Home in St. Louis 

• Risse stated her organization serves homeless pregnant women at two locations in St. Louis. Risse further stated that these locations are pro-life facilities. 

• Rep. Newman asked what the effect of Board Bill 203 would be on Risse's organization. Risse stated if an employee was to offer an abortion and was then fired, her 

organization would be liable for a lawsuit. 

• Rep. Walker asked if there was any medical personnel on staff. Risse stated they have two nurses on staff. 

• Rep. Meredith and Risse discussed St. Louis being the only city in Missouri with an abortion facility. 

Karen Nolkemper - Archdiocese of St. Louis 

• Nolkemper stated her organization ran on fundamental Catholic values and they should be allowed to operate freely in accordance with their beliefs and not be blocked 
by local ordinances. 

• Rep. Moon and Nolkemper discussed the Hobby Lobby case and if St. Louis is trying to become a sanctuary city for abortions. 

Tyler McClay - Missouri Catholic Conference 

• McClay stated the Hobby Lobby case excluded local ordinances and this bill would help protect employers from lawsuits. 

Susan Klein - Missouri Right to Life 

• Klein stated alternatives-to-abortion centers provide valuable services to pregnant women. 

• Rep. Walker asked what services were provided as these centers. Klein stated each one could be different and there is not a general set of quality standards for all 
facilities. 

OPPONENTS 

Christine Ingrassia - 6th Ward Alderman - St. Louis City 

• Ingrassia stated she was the sponsor of Board Bill 203 that was approved on 2/13/17 and her bill included an exemption for religious organizations. Ingrassia stated her 
bill was designed to protect individuals and included no criminal penalties. 

• Rep. Franklin asked if there was an event that preempted the city ordinance. Ingrassia stated there has been a level of concern due to national events and her bill would 
protect citizens from discrimination based on their beliefs regarding abortion. 

• Rep. Justus asked why Ingrassia did not just testify for informational purposes. Ingrassia stated she wanted to be in Jefferson City to make any necessary clarifications 
and believed HB 174 was not straight forward. 

Craig Yugawa - Medical Student at Washington University in St. Louis 

• Yugawa stated it is unknown what level of medical advice is being given at alternatives-to-abortion centers and the centers are not under the Board of Healing Arts like 
other medical professions. 
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Sara Baker-American Civil Liberties Union of Missouri 

• Baker stated HB 174 aims to correct a non-existent problem as Board Bill 203 included a carve out for religious organizations. 

Rep. Hubrecht stated alternatives-to-abortion centers help mothers carry their unborn babies to full-term and provide care for the mother and child after birth. 
Rep. Hubrecht stated all medical services must be performed within current statute. 


HB 326 (Miller) *WATCH* - Changes the laws regarding consent for a minor to obtain an abortion 

• Rep. Miller stated currently only one custodial parent has to give permission for a minor to obtain an abortion and the other parent does not even have to be notified. 

PROPONENTS 

Samuel Lee-Campaign Life Missouri 

• Lee stated 78% of people support both parents receiving notification when a child is to receive an abortion. 

Susan Klein - Missouri Right to Life 

• Klein stated both parents should know if their child received an abortion in case there are medical implications after the procedure. 

OPPONENTS 

Alison Dreith - NARAL Pro-Choice 

• Dreith stated under this bill a minor would have to obtain a court order to not notify both parents and delaying an abortion procedure could have serious medical 
consequences. 

• Rep. Newman asked if one of the parents was the perpetrator, would they be notified. Dreith stated in some cases the abuser would be required to be notified if 
a minor is receiving an abortion. 

• Rep. Cookson asked if child-support paying non-custodial parents are currently notified of an abortion. Dreith stated paying child-support would have no bearing 
on being notified prior to an abortion. 

• Rep. Gannon stated minors need help making these tough decisions as the human brain is not fully developed until age 23 or 24. 

Craig Yugawa - Medical Student at Washington University in St. Louis 

• Yugawa stated this bill would make an abortion the only procedure where both parents are required to sign off on before having. 

• Yugawa and Rep. Cookson discussed the child pornography charges against a dean at Washington University. 

M'Evie Mead - Planned Parenthood Advocates in Missouri 

• Mead stated there are several other medical professional organizations that are opposed. 

Sara Baker - ACLU of Missouri 

• Baker stated the courts have ruled several times that it is a woman's right to have an abortion. 

• Rep. Justus stated even if the father is not around they should at least be notified that their child is having an abortion. 

• Rep. Gannon asked for statistics on the number of minors who become pregnant from incest or rape. Baker stated she could get those statistics to her. 


HJR 18 (Moon) - Proposes a constitutional amendment regarding the right to life 

• Rep. Moon showed a 12-minute video of Dr. Anthony Levatino who was an abortion doctor but had a change of heart after his only daughter was born and then tragically 
killed. 

PROPONENTS 

Ike Skelton - Pro-life advocate 

• Skelton stated he was given a 12 hour notice of this hearing and complied 130 witness forms in favor of HJR 18. 

• Skelton and Rep. Walker discussed when life begins and the new expert testimony bill and how it would affect medical information presented in a court room. 

Mike Welk - Pro-life advocate 

• Welk stated humans are the only mammal that abort their young and nearly 50 million abortions have been performed. 

Jeff (?) - Pro-life advocate 

• Jeff stated this bill would help protect life, liberty, and freedom. 

OPPONENTS 

Alison Dreith - NARAL Pro-Choice 

• Dreith stated this bill would make it nearly impossible for in-vitro and stem cell research to take place because if an in-vitro embryo was knocked to the ground the 
organization could possibly be charged with manslaughter. 

• Dreith and Rep. Newman discussed the effects this bill would have on contraceptives. 

M'Evie Mead - Planned Parenthood Advocates in Missouri 

• Mead stated individuals should be given accurate medical information so they can make informed decisions. 

• Rep. Newman and Mead discussed if this bill would outlaw certain kinds of birth control. Rep. Newman stated 99% of women of child bearing age have used some form 
of contraceptive. 

• Rep. Stacy and Mead discussed what contraceptives would actually be outlawed if this bill passed. 

• Rep. Justus asked for statistics of women dying in child birth. 

Sara Baker-ACLU of Missouri 

• Baker stated the courts have ruled when personhood begins and this bill would be contradictory to court rulings. 

Several individuals placed witness forms on the desk that did not testify due to time constraints. 

With no further business, the committee adjourned.

• Lee stated this bill would preemptively protect alternatives-to-abortion clinics as other states have interfered with alternatives-to-abortion clinics. Lee stated the bill is 
an emergency because a city ordinance passed in St. Louis (Board Bill 203). 

• Rep. Walker asked if alternatives-to-abortion clinics were protected under Chapter 180, RSMo. Lee stated Chapter 180, RSMo, protects employees and this bill would 
help to protect employers. 

Helen Risse - Our Lady's Inn, Maternity Home in St. Louis 

• Risse stated her organization serves homeless pregnant women at two locations in St. Louis. Risse further stated that these locations are pro-life facilities. 

• Rep. Newman asked what the effect of Board Bill 203 would be on Risse's organization. Risse stated if an employee was to offer an abortion and was then fired, her 

organization would be liable for a lawsuit. 

• Rep. Walker asked if there was any medical personnel on staff. Risse stated they have two nurses on staff. 

• Rep. Meredith and Risse discussed St. Louis being the only city in Missouri with an abortion facility. 

Karen Nolkemper - Archdiocese of St. Louis 

• Nolkemper stated her organization ran on fundamental Catholic values and they should be allowed to operate freely in accordance with their beliefs and not be blocked 
by local ordinances. 

• Rep. Moon and Nolkemper discussed the Hobby Lobby case and if St. Louis is trying to become a sanctuary city for abortions. 

Tyler McClay - Missouri Catholic Conference 

• McClay stated the Hobby Lobby case excluded local ordinances and this bill would help protect employers from lawsuits. 

Susan Klein - Missouri Right to Life 

• Klein stated alternatives-to-abortion centers provide valuable services to pregnant women. 

• Rep. Walker asked what services were provided as these centers. Klein stated each one could be different and there is not a general set of quality standards for all 
facilities. 

OPPONENTS 

Christine Ingrassia - 6th Ward Alderman - St. Louis City 

• Ingrassia stated she was the sponsor of Board Bill 203 that was approved on 2/13/17 and her bill included an exemption for religious organizations. Ingrassia stated her 
bill was designed to protect individuals and included no criminal penalties. 

• Rep. Franklin asked if there was an event that preempted the city ordinance. Ingrassia stated there has been a level of concern due to national events and her bill would 
protect citizens from discrimination based on their beliefs regarding abortion. 

• Rep. Justus asked why Ingrassia did not just testify for informational purposes. Ingrassia stated she wanted to be in Jefferson City to make any necessary clarifications 
and believed HB 174 was not straight forward. 

Craig Yugawa - Medical Student at Washington University in St. Louis 

• Yugawa stated it is unknown what level of medical advice is being given at alternatives-to-abortion centers and the centers are not under the Board of Healing Arts like 
other medical professions. 
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Sara Baker-American Civil Liberties Union of Missouri 

• Baker stated HB 174 aims to correct a non-existent problem as Board Bill 203 included a carve out for religious organizations. 

Rep. Hubrecht stated alternatives-to-abortion centers help mothers carry their unborn babies to full-term and provide care for the mother and child after birth. 
Rep. Hubrecht stated all medical services must be performed within current statute. 


HB 326 (Miller) *WATCH* - Changes the laws regarding consent for a minor to obtain an abortion 

• Rep. Miller stated currently only one custodial parent has to give permission for a minor to obtain an abortion and the other parent does not even have to be notified. 

PROPONENTS 

Samuel Lee-Campaign Life Missouri 

• Lee stated 78% of people support both parents receiving notification when a child is to receive an abortion. 

Susan Klein - Missouri Right to Life 

• Klein stated both parents should know if their child received an abortion in case there are medical implications after the procedure. 

OPPONENTS 

Alison Dreith - NARAL Pro-Choice 

• Dreith stated under this bill a minor would have to obtain a court order to not notify both parents and delaying an abortion procedure could have serious medical 
consequences. 

• Rep. Newman asked if one of the parents was the perpetrator, would they be notified. Dreith stated in some cases the abuser would be required to be notified if 
a minor is receiving an abortion. 

• Rep. Cookson asked if child-support paying non-custodial parents are currently notified of an abortion. Dreith stated paying child-support would have no bearing 
on being notified prior to an abortion. 

• Rep. Gannon stated minors need help making these tough decisions as the human brain is not fully developed until age 23 or 24. 

Craig Yugawa - Medical Student at Washington University in St. Louis 

• Yugawa stated this bill would make an abortion the only procedure where both parents are required to sign off on before having. 

• Yugawa and Rep. Cookson discussed the child pornography charges against a dean at Washington University. 

M'Evie Mead - Planned Parenthood Advocates in Missouri 

• Mead stated there are several other medical professional organizations that are opposed. 

Sara Baker - ACLU of Missouri 

• Baker stated the courts have ruled several times that it is a woman's right to have an abortion. 

• Rep. Justus stated even if the father is not around they should at least be notified that their child is having an abortion. 

• Rep. Gannon asked for statistics on the number of minors who become pregnant from incest or rape. Baker stated she could get those statistics to her. 


HJR 18 (Moon) - Proposes a constitutional amendment regarding the right to life 

• Rep. Moon showed a 12-minute video of Dr. Anthony Levatino who was an abortion doctor but had a change of heart after his only daughter was born and then tragically 
killed. 

PROPONENTS 

Ike Skelton - Pro-life advocate 

• Skelton stated he was given a 12 hour notice of this hearing and complied 130 witness forms in favor of HJR 18. 

• Skelton and Rep. Walker discussed when life begins and the new expert testimony bill and how it would affect medical information presented in a court room. 

Mike Welk - Pro-life advocate 

• Welk stated humans are the only mammal that abort their young and nearly 50 million abortions have been performed. 

Jeff (?) - Pro-life advocate 

• Jeff stated this bill would help protect life, liberty, and freedom. 

OPPONENTS 

Alison Dreith - NARAL Pro-Choice 

• Dreith stated this bill would make it nearly impossible for in-vitro and stem cell research to take place because if an in-vitro embryo was knocked to the ground the 
organization could possibly be charged with manslaughter. 

• Dreith and Rep. Newman discussed the effects this bill would have on contraceptives. 

M'Evie Mead - Planned Parenthood Advocates in Missouri 

• Mead stated individuals should be given accurate medical information so they can make informed decisions. 

• Rep. Newman and Mead discussed if this bill would outlaw certain kinds of birth control. Rep. Newman stated 99% of women of child bearing age have used some form 
of contraceptive. 

• Rep. Stacy and Mead discussed what contraceptives would actually be outlawed if this bill passed. 

• Rep. Justus asked for statistics of women dying in child birth. 

Sara Baker-ACLU of Missouri 

• Baker stated the courts have ruled when personhood begins and this bill would be contradictory to court rulings. 

Several individuals placed witness forms on the desk that did not testify due to time constraints. 

With no further business, the committee adjourned.

What does HCS HB 174 do?

The First Amendment to the U.S. Constitution provides that: 

Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the right of the 
Under the Fourteenth Amendment's Due Process Clause ("nor shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, without due process of law states and local governments 

HCS HB 174 provides that if there is a violation by a political subdivision, a court may order injunctive or other relief. Additionally, the Missouri Attorney General may bring a caus 
Why is the bill necessary? 

Despite the rights afforded under the First Amendment, some local governments in certain states have attempted to interfere with those rights. 

In the last eight years, some groups have lobbied to pass local ordinances in Baltimore (2009) and Montgomery County, Md. (2010), New York City (2011), Austin (2010) and San Francisco

• Firearms and ammunition, section 21.750, 1984; • Immigration (e.g., "sanctuary cities"), section 67.307, 2008; • Taxation of cigarettes and tobacco products, section 149.192, 1993;
